THE W ORST ON RECORD 


A COOL PROCEEDING 1 IN A DENVER 
« BANK, 
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A BANK -OEFICER INTIMIDATED. 


And Forceé to Sign a Cheek for Twenty-One 
Thousand Doliars—How It Was Cashed 
~The Mysterileus Robber's Eacape. 

Dexver, Col., Maren 29,-The boldest and 
most suecessful bank robbery ever reperted in 
the west was perpetrated upon tho Iirst 
National bank, at 2 o’clock this afternooti. 
The robber succeeded in getting away with 
$21,000.. The cashier of the bank, in an inter- 
view with an Assoeiated Press reporter a few 
minutes after the robbery, gave the following 
account of the affuir: 

Yesierday morning immediately after the 
openine of the bank, awell dressed man with 
a light mustache and complexion and of 
mediin height, walked into the bank and 
Ress Lewin where he 
could see Mr. Moffatt, president of the bank: 
Mr. Lewin inrermed -bim.that he could see 
Bir. Mofiatt, who is also president of the 
Donver and Rio Grande railway, at the -.presi- 
dent’s oflice in the Cheeseman biock.. Noth- 
ing more was seen or treard of the stranger 
until this morning about 10 o'clock, when ue 
entered the railway office and asked to see Mr. 
MotYatt 


ON IMPORTANT BUSINESS. 

‘He was admitted to his private room and 
briefly stated that he had discovered a con- 
spiracy whereby the First National bank was 
to be robbed of a large amount of money. Mr. 
Moffatt told the man he was very busy at that 
moment, but would be pleased to see him at 
his private office in the bank at 1 o’clock 

With this the man left the building. A few 
minutes after the hour appointed he called at 
the bank and was shown into the president's 
office. While remaining standing, he inquired 
if Cashier S. N. Wood was in, and was told 
that he was atlunch. He -then asked for a 
blank check for the purpose of showing how 
the robbery was to be perpetrated. A check 
was handed him. He laid it upon the desk in 
front of Mr. Moffatt, and said: 

“! WILL HAVE TO DO THIS MYSELF,” 
and, pulling a large revolver from his coat, 
placed it at Mr. Moffatt’s head, and in a de- 
eidedly carnest but unexcited manner said: 

“T want $21,000 and am going to haveit. I 
have considered this matter and the chances I 
am running and the consequences if I failand 
am arrested. Iama penniless and desperate 
man, and have been driven during the past 
week to that point where I have considered 
suicide as the only means of escape from the 
poverty and misery in which I exist. You 
have yoillions. Iam determined to have what 
i have asked for. If you make a noise, call a 
nian or ring a bell I will blew your brains out 
andthen blow up the builditig and myself 
with this bottle of glycerine’ (which he at 
that moment pulled out of another poe sket). 

“Now, take your choice.” 

THE CHECK SIGNED. 

hr. Moffatt started to argue with the man, 
but was stopped with the information that it 
Was aseless 

in which to fill out the check before him for 
621,000 if he desired to live. Br. Moffatt, see- 
ing 110 other alternative, filled out the cheex 
and was then ordered to take it to the paying 
tolier and getit cashed. Mr. Moffatt left his 
office, and with the man behind him with re- 
volyer partially concealed under his overcoat, 
and with the muzzle almost against Moffatt’s 
back, marched him pehind the counter and up 
to Paying Teller Keeley with the request that 
the check be immediately cashed. 

They then remarched into Moffatt’s office 
without attracting the attention of fifteen or 
twenty clerks, who were busy at work within 
two feet of where they passed, After they 
had remainedin the private oflice three or 
four minutes, the robber informed Moffatt 
that they were wasting time, and that he had 
better step to the door and motion his teller to 
come to hiimn, which he did. Moffatt instructed 
him to bring the money into his office, and as 
the teller turned to go away, the robver told 
him he wanted twenty 31,000 bills and a 
thousand dollars in gold. The money was 
brought in and handed over to the gentleman, 
who tor a few brief moments had owned the 
bank, and waiting until the teller had reached 
his desk, he backed to the front dour, making 
Moffat remain standing in his door until he 
had reached the curbstone. He then raised 
his hat and walked around the corner, and has 
not yet been heard of. Mr. Moffatt is com- 
pletely prostrated with the shock. Detectives 
are out after the man, but no traee of him has 
been found. 

' PURSUING THE ROBBER. 

The man who committed the robbery at the 
First Nationai bank this afternoon, introdue- 
ed himself to President Moffatt as C. J. Wells. 
The name, however, is probably assumed. A 
yioment afterthe alarm was given by Mr. 
Moffatt, the man-started rapidly up Sixteenth 
street from the bank, followed ‘i a crowd and 
several olficers. He was followed to room 14, 
Hallock & Howard block, where he and two 
companions were arrested and taken to the 
stationhouse. Mr. Moffatt arrived at police 
headquarters about 4 o’clock and after a 
the prisoner said: 

HE WAS NOT THR MAN 
and he was immediately released. The pris- 
oner proved to be a well known business man 
by the name of Clark. ‘The chief of nolice 
has offered a reward of #2,500 for the arrest 
oi the robber and gives the following descrip- 
tion ;

States of their title, claims or interest in cer- 
tain lands in the Indian territory, as provided 
in section 14, in the Indian appropriation act, 
approved Mareh : 2, 1889. The lands for the 
cession of which this commission will nego- 
tiate embrace ail of the Indian territory west of 
the 96th: degree of longitude, except Greer 
county, the Oklahoma section recently ope ned 
by the presidents proclamation, and such other 
lands as have heretofore been sold, and con- 
tain, approximately, 20,000,000 aeres. 

There is, however, some question as to 
whether the law contemplates negotiations 
with the Creeks, Choctaws and Chicasaws, 
only pertions of whose jands lie west of the 
O6th degree. Lf itis decided that it was the 
intent of the law not to include these lands, 
it will reduce the area to be opened to setile- 
ment to about 18,700,000 acres, as 
follows: Cherokee outlet, 700,000 acres, 
portions of the Creek and  “Senti- 
note lands atill in reservaticn, 3,700,000 
acres: Kiowa and Comanche lands, 5,000,000 
acres; Cheyenne and Arapaho, 4,300,000 aeres ; 
Wichitas, 700,000; total, 15,700,000 aeres. The 
same act provides that the negotiations with 
the Cherokees for the accession of Cherokee 
outiet shall proeeed upon substantially the 
same basis as the agreement recently nego- 
tiated with the Creeks and Seminoles, and 
that upon the ratification of this agreeme nt by 
the Cherokee nation the lands so ceded anal 
become @ part of tho public domain withou 
further action by congress.

WITH THE JURY. 


THE CASE AGAINST ECHOLS NOW 
CLOSEDs 


The Charge of Jadge Roney, Which Covers 
Several Important VPoints—A Scene in 
the Courtroom. 


Covinarox, Ga., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Argument in the Echols case was resumed 
this morning. 

Mr. J. F. Rogers, Covington's young and 
brilliant, lawyer opened with a ringing speech 
for the prisoner. His argument was clear-cut 
and convincing. Mr. Rogers only spoke one 
hour but his speech made a profound impres~ 
sion both on the jury and spectators. 

The morning showed no abatement of 
interest on the part of the public. 

The number of people in attendance was 
eyen lurger than yesterday. The increase of 
ladies was also conspicuously noticeable. 

A large number of thom was forced to take 
seats wiuk the audience, and the men who 
were thereby deprived of their seats resorted 
to the windows and aisles. 

Mr. Rogers was followed for the defense by 
Hon. F. C. Foster, of Madison. In him the 
innocence of Echols had a faithful and able 
champion. It was one of the dest speeches of 
his life. When tearing away the network of 
circumstantial evidence that connected tho 
prisoner with the crime, the jury 
never took their eyes from the 
speaker's face and bent forward as 
though to catch his every word. Seemingly 
trivial circumstances appertaining to the move-~ 
ments of the prisoner on morning of tragedy 
were so presented as to establish bis innocence 
almost beyond a doubt. ; 

Mr. Foster held to the theory that the kill- 
ing was done by some one or more of the ne- 
groes at the hotel that night, and mentioned 
Lewis Brim as one against whom theevi- 
dences of guilt were strong in his own mind. 

When Mr. Foster took his seat he was 
roundly congratulated by his friends, and 
Echols stock seemed to be above par. 

Mr. Foster was followed by [ae E. F. 
Edwards, for the state. Judge Edwards’s 
argument was Very able, and he used 
the circumsiances brought out against 
the prisonér for all they 
worth. In fact, a lady was 
to remark that the issue seemed to vibrate be- 
tween the two sides. Echols would appear 
guilty when one of the state’s lawvers spoko, 
and when followed by a lawyer from the de- 
fense his innocence seemed absolutely certain. 
Judge Edwards spoke two hours and made a 
faithful and forcible argument for the state’s 
cause. 

When Judge Edwards concluded his argu- 
ment, court adjourned for dinner. 

Solicitor Womack staidin the courtroom 
but little this morning. He seeined to prefer 
the bright genial sunshine on the outside. He 
was told of the masierly speech made by Mr. 
Foster and he replied that it would ‘take him 
only ten minutes to knock the socks off of 
Foster.”’ 

All of the prisoner’s relatives were in the 
courtroom this morning except the pris- 
oner’s mother. Her condition is teo 
feeble to stand the excitement. 
It is said that Charlie has always been her 
favorite child, and his present terrible sur- 
roundings almost breaks the heart of the good 
aay. 

When she was leaving the stand yesterday 
she stretched her arms toward her accused boy 
and murmured: ‘Charlie, Oh, my peor 
Charlie!’ 

The prisoner witnessed her emotion, and 
with tears streaming down his cheeks, arose 
and started toward her, but Mr. John Echols, 
upon whose arm the lady was leaning, led her 
gently from the room. 

Should Echols’s trial not result in an acanit- 
tal it is the general impression that Mrs, 
Echols could not survive the shock. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Ail of the afternoon session of court was o«- 
cupied with the speeches of Captain J. M. 
Pace and Judge A. M. Speer for the defense. 
The hall was packed all the: afternoon. The 
speech of Captain Pace was a powerful effort, 
showing his close study of the case, and hi» 
familiarity both with the state’s side and dis 
own. His speech was interspersed with 
sublime fights of eloguence and replete with 
logic and argument. The facts in the case for 
and against the prisoner were handled in a 
masterly manner, and when he sat down the 
innocence of Echols appeared almost conclu- 
sive, 

Thé closing speech for the defense was made 
by Judge A. M. Speer. He kept the jnry and 
audience in tears during. his entire speech. 
The judge was deeply moved, and at times his 
yoice was almost choked with emotion. He is 
an old friend of the Echols family, and has 
known Mrs. Echols from her young girihood. 


The tribute paid to her was very beautiful, 
and his appeal for the prisoner touching. in 
the extreme. At the Conclusion of Judge 
Speer’s speech, court was adjourned to 7 
o’clock tonight, 

When the court adjourned, the only remasin- 
ing speech to be made was that of Solicitor 
Womack. Everybody was anxious to hear the 
solicitor’s speech, for it was generally believed 
that it would be very sensational. Long before 


the hour for reconvening court arrived there | 


was a@ general rush made for the courthouse, 
Every inch of space was taken down stairs 
and the balcony overhead was packed and 
jammed with negroes. The throng looked 
like some vast multitude that had been drawn 
together by some great religious revival meet- 
ing. Almost every lady in the town was 
present, and standing room inthe aisles was 
occupied. ‘The prisoner, surrounded by his 
relatives and large body of beautiful young 
ladies, looked as cheerful and self possessed as 
eyer. There was nothing in his appearance 
to indicate that he was nearing a crisis in 
which his life was involved. 

‘‘Look at that boy,’’ said a gray haired old 
man. “He does notseem to realize that he 
has almost réached the climax of a game ol 
Which his life is atstake.”’ 

ECHOLS DEMANDED TRIAL. 

The old man then related to your corres- 
pondent how Echols had demanded a trial at 
this session of court, when his attorneys had 
arranged to secure a continuance. Geerge 
Eddieman, an important witness of Echols, 
could not be brought to this term of court, on 
account of the sickness of his wife,and Echols’s 
attorneys arranged fora continuance on those 
erounds. Bat when the fact was made kuown 
to Echols, he protested his innocence of the 
crime, and demanded an immediate trial, say- 
ing if there were any justice under heaven he 
knew be would be acquitted. 

A SCENE IN COURT. 
At last the judge's gavel fell upon the stand, 
and amid the silence that ensued, Solicitor 
VYomack stepped forward to address the jury. 
The speaker had not uttered more than a haif 
dozen sentences When a loud pop was heard 
inder the baicony, which wasfollowed by a 
medrush of the throng towards the door. 
Women shrieked and children cried. Above 
the din and confusion was heard the 
startling exclamation, ‘‘The baicony is 
giving away. lor a Inipute or 
ynore the excitement and consternation 
was terrible. Men, women and children 
swarnted toward the doors, and some would 
no doubt have been tranipled to death, had it 
not been for the coolness of Judge Koney, 
Sheriff Anderson and others, who commanded 
the audience to remain seated. Judge Roney 
then ordered the balcony ciecared, and ail dan- 
rer was over. It was afterwards ascertained 
that one of the pillars supporting the balcony 
bad crushed through the floor under the heavy 
weight, and within five minutes more the en- 
tire structare would have fallen, killing and 
wounding over one handred people. 
SOLICITOR WOMACK’S SPEECH. 

When the excitement was over, Solicitor 
Womack resumed lis speech. fis argument 
will never be forgotten in Cov- 

speech and manner was lurid al- 
rnest almost to relentiessness. 
bythe defense was laughed 
‘ohols was formed in a 
blood with the mark. of Cain upon 
‘erring to Dr. Knott, of Atlanta, 
Cohen’s mental incapacity, 
aker said he was the ‘Hardest Knott, 
Knottiest Knott be ever saw in bis iife. 
as absolutely so saturated with prejudice 
‘that he made everybody sick in 

fifteen feet of the witness stand.” 

Solicitor Womack ‘painted his side-of the 
case with the vividness of fre. He spoke over 
two honrs and retired with the plaudits of 
having discharged his iull duty fearlessiy aud 
faithfully. 

JUDGE RONEY'S CHARGE. 

Judge Roney then delivered the following 
abie and impartial charge to the jury. 

Genil-men of ihe Jury: | congratulate you Upon 
the patience you have manifested in the taking of 
the testimony and the argument of counsel, and 
now invite your carefel attention to the laws I shall 


| give you in charge to afd and assist you in arriving 


ee 
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atacorrest verdict, You take the law fromthe 
court, then apply it to the evMence you have heard 
from the witness stand, and as fair-minded, impar- 
tial jurors, render a verdict accordingly. The issue 
you are to pass on is, indeed, @ grave one, to-wit: 
That of life or death, and one that demands of you 
An earnest,sconscientious and patient investigation. 
The state charges that the defendant in this county 
did, on the 2ist day of November last, unlawfully 
and with malice aforethought, take the life of one 
J. H. Thomas, and that the offense was murder. To 
this charge the defendant, upon a went, has 
plead not guilty. So the all important question for 
you to decide is the guilt or innocence of the ac- 


cused. 

Murder is defined to be the unlawful killing of a 
human being in the peace of the state by a person 
of sound memory and discretion with malice afore- 
thought, either express or implied, You will thus 
see that therecan be no murder without malice 
either expressed or implied. 

Express malice is that deliberate intention un- 
lawfully to take away the life of a fellow being 
which is manifested by external circumstances 
capable of proof. To illustrate: If one should 
threaten to take the Hfe of avother,and should 
carry that threat into execution, that would be a 
case of expreas malice. Malice shouid be implied 
where no considerable provoeation appears and 
where all the circumstances of the killing 
show an abandoned beart. The pun- 
ishment of persons convicted of murder 
Shall be death, but may be confinement in the pen» 
itentiary for life it the jury trying the case may so 
recommend. So fn all convictions for murder, 
whether founded on positive or circumstantial evi- 
denice, the jury may recommend life imprisonment, 
andin thatevent itis the duty of the court to 
respect such a recommendation. Should you, there- 
fore, after listening to the charge of the court, and 
applying the law tothe facts of the case, return a 
verdict ot guilty, you may recommend the prisoner 
to confinement in the ‘peuitentiary for 
life instead of inflicting the death 
penalty. If the state has shown the killing in the 
manner charged in the indictment, then it is for you 
to say whether or not the facts and circumstances 
under #&the law, as given you in charge, fix upon the 
defendant the guilt and crime of murder. The 
defendant, while not denying that there was a 
Killing, yet denies that he was the perpetrator of 
the crime; that he was not at the scene of the crime 
when committed, and isin no wise responsible to 
the law for the homicide. This be 
ing the defense set up, the law of 
self defense and justifiable homicide isnot invoked, 
and@ it is not therefore unnecessary for me toinstruct 
you on this branch of the law further than io say in 
brief, That defenses of this kind, to be complete, the 
defendant must demonsirate to the jury a necessily 
for the taking of human life, and must further show 
that at the time of the killing he was without fault, 
and that he had reason to believe his own life in 
danger, and that it was abeolutely necessary to take 
the life of his antagonist in order to save his own. 

In recurring to the evidence you will find thatitis 
not claimed by the state that any one saw the crime 
committed, but it is sought by the proof ‘ef various 
facts and circumstances sustained by their consist- 
ency, to show that defendant, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, actually commited the erime as charged in 
the indictment. The object of ‘all evidence is the 
discovery ofthe truth. Positive or circumstantial 
evidence are the same in effect when they equally 
convince the mind. Guilt,$thenm. may be shown as 
satisfactorily by circumstantial a3 we'l 
as positive testimony, the rule being iu 
circumstantial evidence that the circumstances 
proven must, in the aggregate, be igecoucilable 
with Innocence, or else they will not warrant a con- 
viction. Itisnot enough that the cireumstances 
proven only show suspicion, but they must go 
farther and connect the defendant with the crimi- 
nal act, and exclude cyery other reasonable hy- 
pothesis but that of the guilt of the accused, Cir- 
cumstances, however satisfactorily proven, which 
unmistakably point to the guilt of the defendant 
and are irrecoucilable with his innocence, ought to 
Satisfy the minds and consciences of 
the jury in rendering a ~—yerdict with 
as much certainty as if positively proven. 
Measured by the rules, itis for you to say whether 
the defendant is guilty or not guilty. 

I shall not endeavor to call to your mind the cir« 
cnmstancesand facts relied upon by the state to 
show the guilt of the defendant. The facts belong 
to you, and it ts for you alone to remnember the tes- 


} timony, and then to say underjyour solemn oath 


whether yon will believe the state's theory or the 
defendant's theory of the killing. The defendant, 
as nas already been stated, denics the killing and 
sets up what is known in law as an albi 
and thatis that he was elsewhere when the crime 
was committed. To made this defense complete 
and available, the jury must believe from the eyi- 
dence, that it wasimpossible for the prisoner to 
have been at the scene of the offense at the time the 
crime was committed. If the evidence dces nédt 
come up to this rule, itis not sufficient to sustain 
the plea, but, ifproyen asthe law requires, the de- 
fense is comptete and ought to acquit the defendant 

Look to all the testimony offered by the accused, 
as to his whereabouis the night of the 
crime and atthe time it was committed, andif you 
should believe that the alibi has not been proven, 
yet vou would not be authorized to find a verdict of 
guilty, if all the facts and circumstances proven 
show beyond a reasonable doubt his innocence. 
However, if the evidence satisfies you beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt as to gullt, it is equally your duty to 
return a verdict of guilty. Thejury are the exciu- 
sive judges of-the credibility of witnesses, and may 
believe one or more in preference to others. ‘They 
muy take into consideration the interest and charac 
ter of the witness; the bias and relationship andthe 
manner of testifying and the facts that may gotothe 
eredit or discredit of the witnesses, 

The credit of one of the witnesses for the-state is 
attacked because addicted to the morphine habit. It 
isclaimed thatthe use of this opiate so demoralizes 
the mind as to render the testimony of the victim 
wholly unreliable. Thelaw apen this subjectis that 
itisnot enough toshow the habit of the use of nar- 
coties to discreditthe witness, but the proof must go 
furtherand show that the witness@vas under the ins 
fluence of the drug which deranged his mind when 
he testified, or that his power of observation and 
recoliection was impaired by the habit. 

Thelaw presumes every one to be of sound mind 
unless the contrary is proven in some of the known 
ways tothe law: So, because one isaddicted tothe 
opium habit you cannct conclude without proofthat 
his mindisimpaired. The impairment of the mind 
in each particular case must be proven, asany 
other fact, and to this end expert tes~ 
timonvy as wel as an other testimony, 
may be resorted to. One who is not an expert 
but givos his reason for his testimony, may be be- 
lieved as wellas an expert wilness. One who is 
not an expert may testify to the mental condition 
of another, provided his opinion is founded on 
observation and facis comiing within his knowledge. 
For the jury, then, to diseredit the witnesses testi- 
mony in this case on the ground of the opium habit, 
you must believe fromalithe evidence that by the 
habit his powers of observation. and recollection 
hare been impaired, and tothis endto determine 
whether Cohen's mind is sound or unsound, 
you may look to. his testimony dellyered in your 
hearing. Then, again, as to whether he has the 
mental ability to narrate correctly and trathfully 
past or current events, you may look to the testi- 
mony of other witnesses to see whether or not be has 
been corroborated in hisevidence. If you are satis- 
fied that his mind is not impaired, although he may 
be in the habit of using morphine, hfs testimony for 
that eause should not be discrediied; other- 
wise, if impaired, and the jury should 
believe, by reason of the impairment he 
cannot narrate events correctly, that bis powers of 
observation and recollection are ceticient, then the 
jury may, if they see proper, discredit his testimony. 

Another principle of law you should keepin 
mind, isthatin reference to the impeecoment of 
witnesses. A charge upon this subject is made nec-~ 
essary because it is invoked by both the-state and 
the accused. The rule of Jaw isthat toimpeacha 
witness and render his evidence of uo value, he 
must have willfully and knowingly swom toa 
fulsehood in a fact material to the 
issue, A witness, then, will mot be im- 
peached on an immaterial fact. Impeachment 
is a question like any other fact, that must be 
ened upor by the jury, and, alter all, it1s wisely 
tote to your body, after weighing all the testimony, 
to say whether a wilness has been rendered worthy 


of diseredit or not. The jury ought not to arbitrarily | 


impute perjury to any Witness, but should try, if 
possible, to regoncile conflicts in testimony, and it 
is only when siccessfully impeached under the rule 
of law as given you incharge, that you should 
wholly set aside the testimony as unworthy 0; 
belief. But, as I have already said to you, 
whether or nota wituess had been impeached un- 
der ithe rules of law, the jury may or may not, as 
they see proper, believe or disbelieve evidence, 
inasinuch as they are the solejudges of the credibill- 
ty of witnesses. 
“In considering the facts of the case; you may take 
into consider.tion aleo the statement of the prison- 
ft is not made umder oath. because the law 
not allow one charged with crime to be ele- 
to the diguity of a sworn witness, but 
law does ailow the prisoner to 
a statement to the jury and 
they may believe itor disbelieve itas they see 
proper, orthey may believe itiu preference to the 
sworn testimony. Soattach just such weight to it 
as YOu Se proper.

HAM. 


The Dummy Lines Again — The Georgia 
Southern Bonds—An Assault by a Negro 
—ieneral News. 


Macon, Ga., March 29.—[Spectal.j—Tar 
CONSTITUTION anounced today that the Macon 
and Birmingham railroad company would or- 
ganize today. According to that annotnce- 
ment the stockholders met at the oftice of H. 
L. Jewett, and organized under their charter 
which authorized them so to do when one 
hundred thousand dollars of the capital stock 
was subscribed. This amount having .been 
duly subscribed, the fotlowing organization 
was effected: F. 8S. Johrison, president; W. 
A. Doody, vice-president; N. M. Hodgkins, 
secretary and treasurer. The board of direc- 
tors cousist of the above officers, and L. “P. 
Hillyer. cashier of the Merchants’ bank, and 
Ovid Sparks, of the war¢house firm of W. B, 
Sparks & Bro., Guerry & Hall, were elected 
attorneys of the road. 

The contract for building wlll be let to the 
Macon construction company. 

By the charter the capital stock of the com- 
pany can be increased to three andahalf 
million dollars. The location of the road, ob- 
taining right-of-ways, etc., will commence 
immedtately, and as soon as that is done, the 
construction will begin. ‘The company will 
not ask subscriptions from any one, nor expect 
donations from the people of any of the coun- 
ties through which the road will pass. The 
company wiil simply ask to be given the right- 
ol-way. 

ABOUT THE DUMMY LINE. 

Mr. A. H. Farrar, of New York, president 
of the Macon dummy line, arrived in this city 
last night actompanied by Mr. A. M. Moore, 
of New York, whois the expert representing 
the J. B. Colegrove syndicate of Now York 
that has purchased the dummy line. Mr. 
Moore will make a thorough examination of 
the road and report. Mr. Colegrove is expected 
to arrive in Marcon either tonizht or tomorrow. 
He would have arrived last night 
with Mr. Farrar, but he went via St! 
Louis on a mission connected with the Macon 
dummy line interest. 

President Farrar says that the Colegrove 
syndicate is proposed to spend twenty-five 
thousand dollars improving the road and park 
attached thereto, provided it remainsa dummy 
line, but in the event itis to run by electricit 
the syndicate will expend twiee as rem 
more. As there is already a Hounton-Thomp- 
son electric plant in Macon, arrangemenismay 
easily be made to operate the road as mn _ eice- 
tric line. President Farrar does not know 
whether the syndlcate will purchase the Macon 
street railway or*hot. He says it isnot willing 
to give the great price of $80,000 that President 
Bransford charges, but will give more than 
the road is worth, to get control of it, or the 
syndicate will lease the railway if President 
Bransford will lease on reasonable terms. Tho 
people of Macon are watching developments 
with much interest.

A number of gentlemen, chaperoned,. so 
to speak, by the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, are now making a tour of the 
gouth for the purpose of inspecting southern 
granite quarries and finding stone suitable 
for building and paving purposes. 

If this is the real object of these gentle- 
gen, they need not go further than Georgia, 
and not much further than Atlanta, which 
is a sort of center for that kind of traffic. 

A few years ago Editor Halstead made a

A man like 
James Sillars would fare very badly in one 
of our occassional outbursts of Roman virtue. 
Picked up with an unwashed face, and 
shabby clothes, in a community that had 
suffered ftom tramps, the magistrate and 
the police would have very little considera- 


be turned over to a convict lessee and put to 
work in a chain gang. Who would listen to 
his story about searching for work to sup- 
port his wife and baby? Nobudy—abso- 
lutely nobody—the story would not be be- 
lieved or heeded. , 

So, in this country, in any state, a man 
who has committed the crime of being poor 
runs the risk of suffering the fate of James 
Sillars. There is no doubt about it. Nor 
is this allk Do you remember how Jean 
Valjean was hounded down from place to 
place, and turned out of a job whenever he 
found oue because he was pointed out as an 
ex-convict? Sillars may be doomed to go 
through a similar experience. For years to 
come the malicious whisper that he was 
once a convict—a jail bird—will follow him, 
and gradually he and his family will lose 
hope—lose their faith in men and in God— 
and perhaps yleld to the worst criminal im- 
pulses in their desperation and despair. 

All this is unpleasant to think about, but 
what is the remedy? ‘There is none, except 
for men to become better, kinder and more 
careful in distinguishing misfortune from 
crime, and we are not likely to see such an 
ideal state of affairs for some time to come. 
The persecutors of the poor, whether they 
do their work thoughtlessly or deliberately, 
will be dealt with later, and the final judge- 
ment will be a wonderful surprise to some 
of them. 
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Rapid Transit to West End. 

We print another communication today 
from a citizen of West End in regard to 
rapid transit tothe city. The communica- 
tion may mean much, or it may mean little, 
but it certainly represents the public opinion 
of the most prospcrous suburb of Atlanta. 

If West End cannot get rapid transit, 
the suburb will take its place as a stranded 
town, and it will begin to decay even more 
rapidly than it has improved. Its transit 
facilities are no better now than they were 
ten years ago, although the town has gone 
on improving until it is now one of the 
principal feeders of the strect railways that 
make it their terminus. 

The conclusion is that West End will 
have to look offt for itself. Weare glad to 
know from our correspondent, whose letter 
we print elsewhere, that there is a move- 
ment on foot in West End to improve the 
transit facilities. That such a movement 
will prove to be a popular one there can be 
no doubt, for every citizen of West End, no 
matter how modest his purse, is interested 
in the matter. 

There need be no experiments, There 
need be no attempts to bring in new inven- 
tions. We see what a dummy line is doing 
for one section of Atlanta, and there can 
be no doubt that West End needs such a 
service,

be punished as prescribed insection 43100f this

The penalty isa fine not toexceed $1,000; im- 
prisonment not toexceed six months; to work in 
the chain gang onthe public works, or on such 
other works as the county authorities may employ 
the chain gang, not to exceed twelve months; and 
any one or more of these punishments may be or- 
dered in the discretion of the judge.

Judge Spencer was born in Lancashire, Eng- 
land, seventy-four years ago, his family being 
one of prominence there. He was married, 
when a young man, to Miss Nancy Crank- 
shaw, sister of Mr. Hamilton Crankshaw, of 
this city, and shortly after immigrated to 
America, first making his home in Philadel- 
phia. From Philadelphia he removed to

In 1869 he was elected and served one term 
as justice of the peace of the 1026th district, 
after which he was appointed by Judge John 
L.. Hopkins to be official stenographer of the 
Atlanta judicial circuit. Later, by appoint! 
ment of Judge Hill, he held the same position 
in the Macon circuit. For several years past 
he has been confidential clerk to the law firm 
ot Llillyer Brothers. 

A few days ago he was seized with conges- 
tion of the lungs. He never rallied, but con- 
tinued to sink until death came. 

Judge Spencer had several children, all of 
whom are dead, with the exception of one 
son, Mr. William Spencer, who is an engineer 
on the Atlanta and Florida road. His eldest 
daughter, Miss Annie Spencer, who was the 
wife of Mr. P, J. Moran, died in 1881, leaving 
two daughters. 

The funeral will take place from the resi- 
dence of Mr. William Spencer, 123 Nelson 
street, at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow (Sunday). The 
interment will be in Oakland cemetary. 

Death of Colonel Wright, 

Yesterday morning at nine o’clock Colonel 
George Wright, father of Captain James M. 
Wright and Patrolman William Wright, of 
the Atlanta police force, died at his home, 
eight miles from the city, and near Decatur. 

Colonel Wright was seventy-seven years of 
age, and died of pneumonia. He was a veteran 
ofthe war, and went into the confederate 
army asacaptain. He arose tothe rank of 
colonel of the 58th Georgia regiment, and was 
a brave soldier and efficient officer. 

The funeral will occur atthe residence this 
afternoon, and the remains will be byried with 
Masonic rites. 

Only a short time ago a son of Colonel 
Wright died at the residence of his father, and 
the family have the sympathies of many 
friends in their secend bereavement.
